Malcolm X’s daughter speaks to 
students, faculty about new book 


Ilyasah Shabazz talks 
about her experiences 
growing up in 
Malcolm X’s shadow.

The Karl Anatol Center was over- 
flowing with people who came to hear 
Malcolm X’s daughter, Ilyasah Shaba- 
ZZ, speak as part of the Black History 
Month Distinguished Lecture Series 
yesterday. 

The lecture, titled “A Conversation 
with Ilyasah Shabazz: History and a 
Daughter’s Memory of Malcolm X,” 
focused on the misconceptions the 
media has formed about her father, a 
civil rights activist who was assassi- 
nated in 1965 when Shabazz was just 


two years old. 

“In the movie about my father, there 
was a scene where they showed that my 
father beginning his transformation in 
prison after receiving a dictionary from 
one of the characters,’ Shabazz said. 
“In reality, his mother gave him the 
dictionary when he was just a kid ... 
When he was in this quiet place of jail, 
he was able to come back to the values 
that his parents gave him.”

The Multicultural Center is 
screening an award-winning docu- 
mentary from the 2013 Sundance 
Film Festival at the Beach Audito- 
rium today. 

The film, “Inequality for All,” 
explores income inequality and 
problems of wealth distribution 
within the U.S. 

In addition, the film delves into 
the personal stories of underprivi- 
leged individuals and_ illustrates 
how they have been impacted 
by today’s economy, said James 
Sauceda, director of Cal State Long 
Beach’s Multicultural Center. 

Directed by award-winning 
writer and director Jacob Korn- 
bluth, the documentary won a U.S. 
Documentary Special Jury Award 
for Achievement in Filmmaking at 
Sundance. 

Robert Reich stars in the film 
and is also a chancellor’s professor 
at University of California, Berke- 
ley, where he teaches about wealth 
and poverty to a class of 700 stu- 
dents. 

“I have never seen 700 students 
more attentive,’ Sauceda said. “He 
has a very engaging way of just be- 
ing very accessible and yet knowl- 
edgeable.”

Those who have not filed their taxes 
can pay a visit to the College of Busi- 
ness Administration, where account- 
ing students are processing tax returns 
for free. 

Volunteer Income Tax Assistance 
is a program sponsored by the In- 
ternal Revenue Service that allows 
volunteers to provide income tax as- 
sistance to individuals who may not 
have easy access to such resources, 


according to a Cal State Long Beach 
press release. 

Supervised by accounting profes- 
sor Sudha Krishnan, accounting ma- 
jors volunteer through VITA to file 
tax returns for students, international 
students and off-campus community 
members, according to the press re- 
lease. 7 

VITA _co-coordinator Jennifer 
Formeloza said there was a need for the 


program in the area. 

“There was just a need in the com- 
munity to do this type of service,” 
Formeloza said. “[It is] mostly catered 
to low- to moderate-income tax pay- 
ers. 

Although the VITA program has 
been available to students and the 
community for more than 30 years,

pare and e-file basic income tax returns 
and foreign student tax returns, said 
Janet Plaza, a VITA volunteer and ac- 
counting major. 

She said those interested in filing 
their returns through VITA need to 
have some form of government iden- 
tification, such as a California Driv- 
er’s License or social security card, 
along with other documents neces- 
sary to file the return, such as a W-2

The student volunteers, however, 
can only offer assistance to those who 
earned $51,567 or less in 2013. 

Plaza said this is her first year vol- 
unteering for VITA, and on average, 
she sees four to five people to help file 
their taxes during her two-hour shift,

She said the 
30-minute VITA service is convenient 
because she has lived on or near campus 
for the past few years. 

VITA is also available in other schools 
and career centers, Formeloza said. 

“The only thing that really differenti- 
ates our site from other sites is that we’re 
open throughout the week,” she said. 

VITA services are offered Monday 
through Thursday from 8 a.m. to 5 p.m. 
and Friday from 9 a.m. to 3 p.m. in 
CBA, Room 237. The program is avail- 
able through March 28.

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California 
leaders 
propose 
drought-relief 
package 


SACRAMENTO — Gov. Jerry 
Brown and legislative leaders unveiled a 
proposed $687.4 million drought-relief 
package Wednesday to free up water 
supplies and aid Californians facing 
financial ruin because of the state’s pro- 
longed dry spell. 

The proposal would provide millions of 
dollars to clean up drinking water, improve 
conservation and make irrigation systems 
more efficient. It would also increase pen- 
alties for those who illegally divert water. 

The plan also contains money for 
emergency food and housing for those out 
of work because of the drought, including 
farmworkers, and to provide emergency 
drinking water to communities in need. 

Under the legislation, which could be 
enacted within weeks, the State Water 
Resources Control Board would be di- 
rected to find ways to expand the use of 
recycled water and storm-water runoff. 

Funds also would be available to replen- 
ish groundwater supplies, and for state and 
local agencies to clear brush in drought- 
stricken areas that pose a high fire risk. 

Brown, appearing before reporters at 
the state’s emergency operations cen- 
ter, said that unlike many problems in 
Sacramento, “this is not caused by par- 
tisan gridlock or ideology. It’s caused by 
Mother Nature herself.”

“We. really don’t know how bad the 
drought is going to be,’ Brown said. 
Senate leader Darrell Steinberg, D-Sac- 
ramento, said the intent was to provide 
drought relief as quickly as possible and 
avoid “the ideological vortex” that has 
bedeviled California water policy for 
decades. 

The new package sidesteps a contro- 
versial proposal to replumb the Sacra- 
mento-San Joaquin Delta and is silent 
on a multibillion-dollar water bond 
measure scheduled for the November 
ballot. 

“The idea is to do all that we can 


with the resources we have,” Stein- 
berg said. 

California’s highly charged water 
issues have also attracted attention in 
Washington, where House Republicans 
want to dismantle federal environmen- 
tal regulations that they say take pre- 
cious water supplies from California 
farmers. Such a move is opposed by 
Democrats, including President Barack 
Obama. 

The president, during a tour of parched 
San Joaquin Valley croplands last week, 
raised the GOP’s ire by tying California’s 
drought to global warming. He said that 
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unless carbon pollution is curbed, such 
dry spells will grow more severe. 

The president pledged $160 million 
in federal assistance to farmers, cattle 
ranchers and others hurt by dry condi- 
tions. 

No partisan divide is expected to 
impede the new drought legislation in 
Sacramento, where Democrats hold a 
supermajority in the Assembly and Sen- 
ate and could approve the package with- 
out Republican support. 

Still, passage is not assured. When it 
comes to water, Californians are split 
more by geography than by political al- 


legiance. The Democratic proposal an- 
nounced Wednesday would pump money 
into long-term programs as well as pro- 
vide immediate drought relief to growers 
and to communities at risk of running 
out of drinking water supplies. The strat- 
egy drew mixed reactions. 

Tim Quinn, executive director of the 
Association of California Water Agen- 
cies, called the legislation “a bold move 
by the governor” that would help pro- 
tect the state against future droughts by 
funding local projects “that can make a 
difference soon.” 

Mike Wade, executive director of 
the California Farm Water Coali- 
tion, said it was “great” that the bill 
would help those most affected by the 
drought. But he lamented that it does 
not address the thornier issues of water 
storage and the delta. 

“We have to come to grips with 
that or face that we’re going to fallow 
a lot more farmland and put a lot of 
people out of work,” Wade said. 

Assembly Republican Leader Con- 
nie Conway of Tulare and Assembly- 
man Frank Bigelow, R-O’Neals, is- 
sued a joint statement dismissing the 
proposal as a “drop in the bucket.” 
The lawmakers said they expect to 
announce their own plan this week to 
better address the needs of farmers, 
small businesses and families. 

To pay for the Democrats’ drought 
package, the governor and Democrat- 
ic leaders want to tap $549 million in 
borrowing already approved by vot- 
ers, as well as $40 million in money 
raised from fees on polluters. 

The remainder will come from the 
state’s general fund. No new taxes or 
fees are included in the proposal.

Cal State Long Beach will be intro- 
ducing gender-neutral housing for the 
first time this fall. 

Director of Housing and Residential 
Life Carol Roberts-Corb said that a 
limited number of spaces at Beach- 
side College will be reserved for the 
gender-neutral housing, which will be 
provided to students who request spe- 
cial accommodations on their housing 
application. 

Students interested in the gender- 
neutral housing can select a new 
option on their housing application. To 
complete the request, students must 
also fill out a supplemental license 
agreement before being assigned the 
room. 

Roberts-Corb said the gender- 
neutral dorms will not be physically 
labeled in effort to create a safe and 
comfortable environment for all 
students. 

These changes come after the 
introduction of 11 gender-neutral 
restrooms came to campus in Sep- 
tember. We aren’t really surprised, as 
gender-neutral dorms seem to be the 
next step. 

CSULB is one of many campuses 
across the U.S. that has or will make 
gender-neutral housing available, 
including San Diego State and the 
University of California, Riverside. 

The introduction of gender-neutral 
bathrooms on campus sparked a 
discussion about providing gender- 
neutral housing back in September,

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The death of cursive iw grade schooly

_ In elementary school I learned to 
write in cursive. Now in college, I 
don’t even buy pens as a school sup- 
ply because I type everything. Thank 
goodness that’s the case, or else no one 
would be able to read my work! But, 
‘this brings up a pretty common, though 
fairly useless, debate: should students 
in the U.S. public elementary school 
system still be taught to write in cur- 
sive? 

There is merit in the supposition 
that cursive writing is of absolutely 
no use in the practical world, where 
most tasks are completed via type. 
Logically, it follows that a shift toward 
technological education should take 
precedent. 

On the other hand, there are those 
who feel that learning to write in cur- 
sive is a major benefit to cognitive 
brain development in children. For 
instance, the National Association of 
State Boards of Education (NASBE) 
came out with a Policy Update in Sep- 
tember 2012, in which they presented 
evidence that supports the aforemen- 
tioned claim. 

The NASBE report opens with the 


explanation that the Com- 
mon Core State Standards 
(CCSS) lack guidelines for 
cursive handwriting. In fact, 
the CCSS are structured to 
emphasize keyboard skills 
instead. The CCSS are a re- 
sult of an effort led by the 
National Governors Associa- 
tion (NGA) and the Council 
of Chief State School Officers 
(CCSSO), 

So naturally, when states be- 
gan adopting the CCSS in 2010, 
the debate of whether or not to 
include handwriting standards slowly 
developed among members of state 
education boards. 

Indiana State Senator Jean Leising 
was said to the INDYSTAR that she 
agrees with the assertion that cursive 
writing improves motor skills, memory 
and brain development. 

The article implies that it is for that 
reason that she has successfully con- 
vinced her state’s Senate to advance a 
bill that requires the public education 
system in the state to teach students to 
write in cursive. 

Indiana is one of a handful of states 
— along with California, Georgia, 
Alabama and Massachusetts — men- 
tioned in the NASBE update as having

fought to keep handwriting standards 
in their states, per the specifications 
of the CCSS for allowing states to 
incorporate some of their own stan- 
dards. 

The CCSS Initiative wesbite home 
page explains that the goal is to bet- 
ter prepare students once they enter 
college courses and the work force. A 
secondary goal is to improve the U.S. 
international standing in terms of el- 
ementary education. 

I would argue that the CCSS were put 
together as a response to studies from 
several years that showed the U.S. rank- 
ing lower and lower in terms of math, 
science, and English education in glob- 
al comparison. 
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Last December, NPR ran a 
report that detailed the results 
of the Program for Interna- 
tional Student Assessment 
(PISA). 

The report explained the 
latest assessment from 2012, 
which found that U.S. high 
school students ranked below 
average in math, though they 
were close to average in read- 
ing and science. 

Bringing it back to our 
worthless debate: If American 
students are performing better 
in reading than they are in math, then 
why would we worry about teaching 
them cursive? f 

Clearly math literacy is the subject 
that needs more attention, not literacy 
itself. 

I think a more productive conversa- 
tion would be to talk about requiring 
students to memorize the old-school 
times tables chart, something the Com- 
mon Core State Standards do not even 
mention. 

There is only a little bit of wiggle- 
room for states to include their own 
standards along with the CCSS, and 
it seems to me that the states reclaim- 
ing a handwriting standard for their 
youths are playing up the possibility

of a relationship to brain development 
in order to justify an emotional waste 
of time. 

For example, North Carolina’s “Back 
to Basics” bill, signed into law in 2013, 
requires all students in the state’s public 
education system to learn to write pro- 
ficiently in cursive by the end of their 
fifth grade year. Why? 

In an article released by the Today 
Show, North Carolina State Rep. Patri- 
cia Hurley, who co-sponsored the bill, 
said she received many thank-you notes 
from fourth grade students printed 
from computers. 

“It struck me as strange that they 
weren’t writing ... It was like these kids 
weren’t educated.” 

In other words, her fundamental, 
perhaps somewhat sentimental, at- 
tachment to the old-fashioned writing 
style drove the state to add the cursive 
element to the already rigorous and 
complex Common Core State Stan- 
dards. 

Yes, I do know how to write in cur- 
sive. Yes, I use it more than I use or- 
dinary hand-writing. But, given the 
choice between that and typing, for a 
professional document, I would choose 
a keyboard. 

Typing is faster, cleaner, and easier 
to transport. Now let’s talk about math.

Phantogram’s first two albums were 
unique and edgy and allowed the duo 
to dominate the underground chillwave 
and synthpop scene. With their new al- 
bum, Phantogram is propelled to anoth- 
er level, one that will compel fans with 
emotional statements like never before. 

Phantogram exploded into the popular 
music scene when their song, “Lights,” 
made it onto the “Hunger Games: Catch- 
ing Fire” soundtrack. Fans of the film 
began to wonder who was producing the 
hypnotic vocals and flavorful, hip-hop 
inspired beats. 

Before then, they were largely un- 
known in the above-ground music scene. 
Phantogram sound is a slight modifica- 
tion of Crystal Castles, with their re- 
laxed synthesized instrumentals and 
gently reverberant vocals. Barthel is just 
as edgy as Crystal Castle’s Alice Glass 


Beck’s work before, espe- 
cially his 2002 album, “Sea 
Change,” may be surprised 
by the tempo of “Morning 
Phase.” 

His past works, notably
